While in Mobile the Doctor 
lived on the corner of Sepira and Pineus, but later moved to the

Bluff named for him. The Chastang patois is French.

The Genealogy Records of the New Orleans Public Library 
show the name "Chastang" as having originated in France. 

The family came to this Country in the 1600's and first 
settled in Canada. They came down into Virginia, Georgia and 
Alabama and were among the original settlers of the State of 
Alabama. The name is known both as "Chastang" and "Chestang", 
but the original family spelled it with an "a". 

The American State Papers in Vols. 1, 3 & 5 show the name 
as "Chastang", and show the family among the original settlers 
of Mobile, Alabama in the year 1600, at that time called "The 
Louisiana Territory". 

In Hamilton's "History of Mobile" the name is also shown 
as "Chastang" - known as the "Chastang's of Chastang Station" 
or "Chastang's Bluff". 

S This particular branch of the family are said to have the 
blood of Doctor Jean Chastang. The Chastang Pateda is French 
and the name is pronounced "Shastan'",

the Rochon's, the Fieure's and the Ydalgo's.

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Jacque Bilbaud (Bilbo) 


And Some Descendants 


Jacque (Bilbo) Bilbaud was born in Port Des Saintorge- Barques, France. 31 July, 1700; 
account prepared by Captain George Hawes in James Town of the French refugees who have 
arrived in Virginia with the Marquis de la Muce. Jacques Bilbeau Pierre du Toy. 


August 8, 1700; The Council of Virginia reports that there is no more land available in Norfolk 
County. The French Protestant refugees will be settled upor Mannikin Town on the James 
River, twenty miles above the falls. A muster has-been taken showing the number of 108 men, 
59 women and 38 children. 


August 22, 1700; Letter from M. Charles de Suelly in James Town, VA to London reporting 
that Captain George Hawes of the "Mary Ann" treated the French refugees barbarously on the 
voyage and allowed their property and provisions to be stolen and destroyed. 


Jacque Bilbaud (Bilbo) died in Manakintown in 1723. The wife of Jacque was Susannah Dutoit, 
daughter of Pierre Peter Dutoit and wife Barbara Bonnet. . Susannah died 5 October, 1751 
Berkley, SC. 


Only one son and two daughters have been connected to this early settler in VA. 


John Peter Bilbo born 1706 in King William Parish, VA. He married in 1729 to Susane? And 
second to Elizabeth Chandler. 


John Peter Bilbo is found in the household of Pierre Dutoi in 1723 as a tithabie (tax payer) at 
age 16. In 1725 he gave his name as Bilbo for the first time, although his given name continued 
to be listed as Jean Pierre. 


Bilbo was a leader in his Church and affluent for the time. He owned 162 acres of land in King 
William Parish in 1732. The previous year he was appointed processioner for lands. March 15, 
1734 he took oath as Vestryman and October 30, 1742 he took the oath of Church Warden. 
Birth records indicate that John Peter Bilbo stood as godparent to many born in the area. 

He moved to Lunenburg County as early as 1748, being shown on the tith list then. He patented 
1626 acres of land on Allen's Creek. Some of the Bilbo children either remained in Manakin or 
moved back there after John Peter's death. 


John Peter Bilbo died 2 April, 1751 in Lunenburg County, Virginia. His will bears the date 15

November, 1750 and is recorded in Lunenburg Co. in Deed book 1, page 496. 
An account current of the estate of John Peter Bilbo, deceased, was returned by Elizabeth Bilbo 
Winders, administratirix and recorded on November 8, 1752, Elizabeth Bilbo had married 
Adam Winders shortly before November 8, 1852.

John (Jean) Bilbo 
Son of John Peter Bilbo 


John Bilbo born 26 September, 1735 Lunenburg Co. Virginia and died between February 1809 
when he made his will and 8 May, 1809 when it was probated in Mecklenburg Co. He lived in 
the part of Lunenburg Co. that fell into Mecklenburg Co. when it was formed in 1765. 


John was a soldier in the Revolutionary War. His date of enlistment was 4 November, 1775, ist 
South Carolina Regiment commanded by Coil. C. Pinkney. He also donated beef and one smooth 
bore gun taken into service and not returned. 


John was married three times. He first married Ann Walker, born 1744 in Lunenburg Co. VA., 
and the daughter of Tandy Walker Sr. and wife Judith Langford Walker. Ann died in 1786 
when Thomas Bilbo was only ten (10) years old. 


John married second to Mary Clemonds on 28 September, 1786 in Mecklenburg Co. Mary died 
before April 2, 1807 for this is when John Married widow Mary Wright Nicholson. Mary died 
in 1825 when her estate was administered.

At least three of the Bilbo children came to the Mississippi Territory. Thomas and his brother 
John and their half brother William Ray who married Charlotte Ryan all were in the 
Mississippi Territory and later the State of Mississippi.

Thomas Bilbo 
Son of John and Ann Bilbo 


Thomas Bilbo was born 20 June, 1776 in Lunenburg Co. VA. He married 12 July, 1804 in 
Columbus, Mississippi Territory to Anna Marie Lawrence, daughter of Richard Lawrence. 
Anna was born 7 April, 1788 in VA., and died 1870 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu Parish, LA. 


It is known from the will of John Bilbo that he left his son, Thomas Bilbo a horse, saddle and 
bridle and nothing more. 


Thomas was still living in Mecklenburg Co. VA. in 1799 as he witnessed the will of his Uncle, 
James Bilbo. Shortly after this time he left for the Mississippi Territory. He is found in the 
Territory in the early 1800's as a surveyor. During the year 1812 Jackson County was formed 
and the County seat was established at Thomas Bilbo's house. 


Thomas served as a Judge for the County. The War of 1812 had started and the 17th Regiment 
was formed with Bilbo elected as Major. The Unit fought the Creek Indians and served with 
Andrew Jackson at New Orieans. 


Thomas Bilbo is found to have signed numerous petitions to Congress requesting assistance for 
the Territory. He was elected to represent Jackson County at a Constitutional Convention and 
was an original drafter of the Constitution for the State of Mississippi. 


The first School in the Mississippi Territory was established at the home of Thomas Bilbo. He 


was elected as Justice to the Quorum Court, the highest court in the Territory for 1812, 1819 
and 1823. Thomas served in the Mississippi House as a Legislator in 1821,1823,1825 and 1829.

Thomas Bilbo left Mississippi and settled in St Landry Parish, LA., in 1832. He moved into 


Contonement Atkinson which was formerly used a Fort for Army troops. He was the second 
settler on the lakefront at Lake Charles, LA. 


Bilbo helped to form Calcasieu Parish, LA., and served on the first Police Jury (County Court). 
He engaged Thomas Rigmaiden as the first teacher in the Parish and paid him from Parish 
funds. 


Thomas Biibo had numerous people siop at his piace as he was located on "The Old Spanish 
Trail". The Texas Revolution was in March 1836 with General Santa Anna of the Mexican 
Army having been captured. Santa was released on November 26, 1836 and was escorted to 
Washington by three Texas Army Officers. They stopped for the night at Bilbo's a few days 
later, Thomas Rigmaiden, the School Teacher kept a diary which read: "Heard Santa Anna at 
Mr. Bilbo's last night." The diary also had an entry that Thomas Bilbo died September 20, 
1846. 


Thomas Bilbo left his will dated 24 April, 1844 and probated 3 October, 1846 at Calcasieu 


Parish, LA. His widew Ann was executrix with sons, Joseph Lawrence, William L. and son-in- 
law, Columbust Gillett as executors, without giving bond.

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Thomas Bilbo 


Thomas Bilbo was born 20 June 1776 in Mecklenburg 
County, Virginia, the son of John and Ann Walker 
Bilbo. The first mention of Thomas is found in the 
Virginia tax assessment records. for 1799 and 1801. He 
was on the Personal Tax Lists-1800 Upper District, Mr. 
Joseph Bannister Clausel, Commissioner and the Tax 
Lists-1800 Lower District, John Holmes, Commissioner 
in Mecklenburg County, Virginia. Thomas Bilbo also 
witnessed a will of his uncle, James Bilbo, in 
Mecklenburg in 1799. It is possible Thomas Bilbo lived 
in Georgia for a very short time. J.F.H. Claiborne 
wrote, "Thomas Bilbo...was a surveyor from Georgia-a 
man of intelligence-who subsequently removed to what 
is now Calcasieu Parish,Louisiana." 

Thomas Bilbo's stay in Georgia was short because 
sometime between 1802 and 1804, he was living in the 
Tombigbee River settlement in the Mississippi 
Territory. On 13 July 1804, he married Ann Lawrence, 
the daughter of Joseph and Ann Lawrence of Washington 
County. The Lawrences moved to the Mississippi 
Territory in the late 18th Century and owned a great 
amount of land in the area of the Tombigbee River 
Settlement. The wedding took place at McIntosh 
Bluff,in Washington County. The county was a part of 
the Mississippi Territory but today it is in the state 
of Alabama. In the Deed Book it reads: 


Washington County 

Deed Book A, Page 79 

July 13, 1804-This may certify that I have 
celebrated the wrights of matrimony between 
Thomas Bilbo and Ann Lawrence both of 
County of Washington, this 13th July 1804. 


/s/ John Callier, J.P 


There are many accounts of Thomas Bilbo, surveyor, 
where he surveyed land claims for the early settlers 
of the Mississippi Territory. One such transaction 
Reads:

On 16 October 1804, "Thomas Bilbo for sum $500.00 paid 
by Young Gaines, lien on land described above." This 
business transaction was witnessed by Joseph Lawrence 
and Leonard D?: Shaw. 


In 1812, Thomas Bilbo moved to Jackson County, 
Mississippi and played an important role in the 
development of the county. He received two land grants 
on the Pascagoula just south of the present town of 
Benndale now in George County. George County was 
formed in 1910 from Jackson and Green counties. Thomas 
Bilbo received land in Section 43, Township 2N, Range 
8W on the east side of the river and in Section 41, 
Township 2N, Range 8W on the west side of the river. 
Land in this area was not divided into the traditional 
36 section townships of 640 acres per section because 
of the irregular Spanish and English land grants in 
this area before it became a part of the United 
States. Thomas Bilbo built his home on the west side 
of the river near Benndale. According to A.C. Ramsey 
in his Autobiography "Major Bilbo's place was ona 
high, beautiful,elevated bluff and a ferry kept at the 
river, about one quarter of a mile from the house; 
sufficiently near to hear the signal of persons 
wishing to cross over....The house consisted of two 
rooms with a passage between." The early seat of the 
Jackson County government was at the "House of Bilbo" 
and remained there for several years. 


Thomas Bilbo served as Chief Justice of the Quorum 
Court in 1812, 1819 and 1823. In 1817 Mr. Bilbo, along 
with "Long John" McLeod, was selected to serve as a 
member of the Mississippi Constitutional Convention 
and was one of the signers of the finished document. 
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Thomas Bilbo served as a member of the Mississippi 
State Legislature in the years 1821, 1822, 1824, 1825 
and 1829. He prospered while residing in Jackson 
County. The tax lists credited him with 2240 acres of 
land and 18 slaves in 1828. His yonger brother, 
William Ray Bilbo, lived near and owned seven slaves 
and an estate of nearly seven hundred acres of land. 
Thomas served as a Major in the Jackson County State 
Militia and in the War of 1812 as a Major in the 17th 
Mississippi Regiment. Family tradition has it that an 
old razor owned by Mrs. G.L. Bilbo was owned by Thomas 
Bilbo was once used by Andrew Jackson. Whether or not 
the razor was used by Jackson or not it did belong to 
Thomas Bilbo. It is most likely Bilbo met Jackson. 
Andrew Jackson traveled through the county at least 
once while Bilbo was living there and as one of the 
leading citizens of Jackson it must be assumed he met 
the famous general. Another family tradition has it 
that Bilbo had several business transactions with the 
famous pirate Jean Lafitte. William Ray Bilbo also 
served in the War of 1812 and remained in Jackson 
County when Thomas moved to Louisiana. Tradition has 
it that William Ray Bilbo was killed by a slave who 
struck him with a fence rail. William Ray Bilbo was 
married to Charlotte Ryan the daughter of Isaac Ryan. 


While living in Jackson County, Thomas Bilbo was 
instrumental in helping build one of, if not the first 
school in the county.The school was built in 1818 
",..across the road from the church and cemetery about 
one-half mile from Peter Fairley's mill." Mr. A.C 
Ramsey wrote as follows: 


This [school] was taught by Mr. Neill 
Little, a brother in law of Peter Fairley, 
Esq. and but recently from North Carolina, 
a Scotchman. Here were thrown together, as 
pupils, all sizes andages, from little 
boys and girls to grown young men and 
women; and of course as different in 
temperments and dispositions as in their 
ages and sizes; and many who. had _ probably 
never been in school before. Hence the 
oversight and control of these different 
elements...was to the teacher... a 
subject of deep concern. But believing 
himself master of the situation...he 
arranged and marshalled his classes, 
promulgated his rules and went to work. 
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The next thing in order was to introduce a 
large chinquapin hickory in the school 
room; much to the alarm and fright of the 
little ones if not to some of the larger 
ones also. 


Some of his rules, were Simply ridiculous, 
unheard of, not calculated in their 
execution to accomplish any good whatever, 
but to consume time which should have been 
employed in study by the scholars; and 
which often produced in the minds of some a 
disposition of insubordination and 
sometimes levity and disobedience rendering 
it necessary, as he thought, to use the rod 
and generally severly. 


Mr. Little created a jury to determine the guilt and 
punishment for students who broke the rules of the 
school. Many of the cases were not determined on the 
merits of the case "...but from personal spleen which 
some of jurors bore towards the accused." Mr. A.C. 
Ramsey stated: 


Fortunately for me, I never was put to the 
painful necessity of being tried by a jury. 

I was as afraid of him as I would have been 
of a bear. Constantly in dread. Kept my 
mind and eyes constantly on my book and 
never was subjected to any of his silly © 
modes of punishment, but once, and that was 
for missing to spell correctly a word, and 
which was "Hatteras" I shall never forget 
LE. 


Mr.A.C. Ramsey never did forget. The above event took 
place in 1818 and the Autobiography was not written 
until 1879. Several other events took place in the 
little school. Jane Bilbo, the daughter of Thomas 
Bilbo was forced to "...stand in the center of the 
floor until the whole’ school[said] their lessons 
round." On another occasion Mr. Little took off his 
suspenders and tied them around little Roderick 
Matheson's "...neck and raise him from the floor, so 
that the little fellow, was nearly strangled before he 
let him down." The teacher also threatened to hang 
little Edward Deas from a large limb on the white oak 
tree near the spring. He tied the suspenders around 
the little fellow's neck but Deas escaped and ran 
home. According to Ramsey "These two little boys never 
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learned anything during the six months Little taught 
that school." Schools in the early history of 
Mississippi were either "...three months or six months 
schools." The parents of the community informed Mr. 
Neill Little that his services were no longer needed 
and the patrons engaged Alexander Fairly. Mr. Fairly 
",..proved to be an acceptable teacher to parents and 


children....The students ...ndw advanced and learned 
well under the mild, persuasive, and reasonable 
discipline of Mr. Fairley." The next mention of a 


school was at "...Thomas Bilbo's on the river...." The 
",..school house was situated about one quarter of a 
Mile from the residence at the south side of an old 
field...." The home of Thomas Bilbo was visible from 
the small school. Samuel W. Francis and Norman McLeod 
were two very fine teachers who taught at the school 
at Bilbos. After A. C. Ramsey finished school he 
taught in several schools including the school in 
",..Thomas Bilbo's neighborhood." 


Thomas Bilbo was most likely a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. His son, John was a circuit rider 
for the Methodist Episcopal Church as was A.C. Ramsey. 
Ramsey several times referred to Thomas Bilbo as 
"Brother." He also wrote that while traveling with 
Isaac V. Enocks, a circuit rider, they had an 
appointment "...at Bilbo's Church." 


In or about 1832, Thomas Bilbo moved to Lake Charles, 
Louisiana. William H. Perrin wrote, "Immediately 
subsequent to 1824, came John Bryan, Richard West, 
William Praither, Able Lyons, Thomas Bilbo....They 
formed a settlement to themselves." It must be assumed 
Perrin was confused about the date because Thomas 
Bilbo was listed in the United States Census for 
Jackson County, Mississippi in 1830. Why Mr. Bilbo, a 
man of considerable wealth and political power would 
move is simply speculation. One explanation could be 
the severe weather in Jackson County between 1813 and 
1833. In 1813 there was a terrible hurricane followed 
by a "year without summer" in 1816. In 1816 there was 
a freeze as late as April 16 and a killing frost on 
June 3. In 1817 there was year of constant rain 
followed by another hurricane in 1819. In 1823 there 
was another very cold winter when the temperature 
dropped to five degrees on February 16 and this was 
followed by a very dry summer in 1825. If this was not 
enough, in 1832 and 1833, there were very heavy rains 
and floods. Bilbo had left in 1832 but his friends and 
neighbors in Jackson County witnessed a fearful sight 
in 1833. The "falling of the stars" caused a great 
amount of fear among many of Bilbo's friends and 
neighbors in Jackson County. One other cause for 
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moving may have been an episode between his son in 
law,Wyatt Dupree and one of Bilbo's daughters. For a 
full account of this affair see A.C. Ramsey's account 
at the end of this narrative. 


Whatever the cause, Thomas Bilbo moved to Lake Charles 
and purchased 640 acres of land” for $500. This land 
included all the land from the present day Hodges 
Street to the lake and from Pujo Street to the 
Calcasieu River. This area included much of 
present-day Lake Charles. He took up residence in old 
Fort Atkinson located on the shore of Lake Charles. 
All that is left of the old home site is the small 
Bilbo family cemetery and a historical marker that 
reads: 


1829 Cantonment Atkinson 1832 


A military post established by the Federal 
Government for the protection of Louisiana 
against illicit border warfare following 
the Louisiana Purchase 


Placed by Calcasieu Chapter, DAR 
20 November 1940 


The old fort "...stood in a grove of pecan trees" near 
the lake. It was remodeled into a fairly comfortable 
house of fifteen rooms with a "dog run" down the 
center. The old building was of unhewn logs fitted in 
tongue and groove fashion and "...was encased in 
mill-planed lumber inside and out. The walls were 
adorned with antlers and buckskins lay on the floor." 
While living in Lake Charles, Margaret was born on 9 
March 1832. All the other children of Thomas Bilbo 
were born in the Mississippi Territory or in the state 
of Mississippi. Margaret died as a child on 8 April 
1840 and was the first to be buried in the family 
cemetery in Lake Charles, Louisiana. 


As in Mississippi, Thomas Bilbo became involved in 
community affairs. Before he died in 1846, he served 
as election commissioner, assessor and served on the 
school board of the Imperial Calcasieu Parish School. 
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The old fort that served as the home of Thomas Bilbo 
was sold to J.A. Bell Lumber Company ca 1907. It was 
destroyed by a hurricane on 6 August 1918 and all that 
is left is the old family cemetery and the historical 
Marker. "Approaching Lake Charles from the west on old 
U.S. 90, the observant driver might notice a_ small 
cemetery nestled among the f€rees on the northwest 
shore of the lake." It is overshadowed by a large, 
modern motel andis deep in weeds, an object of 
desecration and in poor repair. 


The Thomas Bilbo family was linked with several other 
leaders of Lake Charles. His daughter, Rebecca, 
married Jacob Ryan, Jr., the "Father of Lake Charles" 
Thomas sold Ryan the southern end of his estate. 
Thomas Bilbo's son, Joseph Lawrence married Elmira 
Hodges, a young lady thirty years younger than 
himself. Joseph L. Bilbo became very much involved in 
the affairs and politics of Lake Charles. Like his 
father, he became a surveyor and surveyed much of the 
land in and around Lake Charles. When Lake Charles was 
incorporated in 1867, he became one of the first 
aldermen of the new city. Thomas Bilbo's daughter, Ann 
Moore married Columbus Gillett who became a very 
successful businessman in Williamson County, Texas. 


Thomas Bilbo's long and active life came to an end on 
20 September 1846, and was buried in the family 
cemetery on the shores of Lake Charles. He was buried 
near his youngest daughter, Margaret and his oldest 
son, John. The wife of Thomas, Ann Lawrence Bilbo 
lived over twenty years after her husband's death. She 
lived with her son, Joseph L. Bilbo and later with her 
son in law, Jacob Ryan, Jr. In the Census of 1870, 
Calcasieu Parish, Louisiana, she was listed with the 
Jacob Ryans and was recorded as 83 years of age. It is 
believed she died the next year,1871. Very little is 
left to remind you of the Bilbo family's stay in Lake 
Charles. Outside of the small cemetery, there are a 
few streets named after members of the family. The 
most significant is Bilbo Street, one of the main 
streets in the older part of Lake Charles. 


The oldest son, John Bilbo became a circuit rider for 
the Methodist Church; with him our story continues.

We, licutenant of the King, and commandant of Fort Louisiana, and Dartiguette, King’s counsellor, commis- 
sary ordinary of marine, sent by the order of the court into this colony, have agreed, for the good of His Majesty’s 
service in the advancement of this colony, to give contracts of cessions (des contrats des cessions) to several in- 
habitants, to wit: to Mr, Nicholas Baudin the land of Gross point, to begin at, and run along the course of, Fowl 
river till it reaches the oysters (oyster pass) which separate Massacree island from the main land, in order to raise 
cattle thereon. Of the said land we have made to him for, and in the name of, His Majesty the entire cession and 
twansfer, with its circumstances and dependencies, in order that he, his children, heirs, or assigns, may enjoy and 
use it from henceforward and forever, without being liable to be troubled or disturbed in the peaceable possession 
thereof: not pretending, nevertheless, to derogate in any manner from the rights and pretensions which His Majesty 


might have thereto for the good of his service. 


Done at Fort Louis, of Louisiana, this 12th November, 1710.

Claim of the heirs of Nicholas Baudin to an island in Fowl river, called “ Grosse Point or UIsle Mon Louis,” 
; estimated to contain about 14,360 arpents. “ie 

This claim is founded on a French concession given at Fort St. Louis on November 12, 1710, by 
Bienville, lieutenant of the King, and commandant of Fort Louis, and by Darteguiette, commissary ordinary 
of the marine. 

These officers, in their deed of concession to Baudin, state their power as emanating from the court 
to make grants of cession (‘des contracts de cession”) in the province of Louisiana; and under this 
suthority it appears they conceded to Nicholas Baudin, the ancestor of the present claimants, the island or 
tract of land called Grosse Point. Beneath the concession is an approvaland ratification of it by Lamothe 
Cudilac, the governor of Louisiana, signed.on September 15, 1713. 

It also appears from a writing appended to the document above referred to, signed by Bontru, and 
certified by Chantalon, clerk, that Tistams Paille, widow of N, Baudin, the original grantee, presented at 
tho office of the superior council of the province of Louisiana the aforesaid deed of concession, together 
with its approval and ratification, with a request that they would receive the said documents ‘in deposit, 
fn order that they might be enrolled on tho minutes of the superior council, that recourse might be had 


‘thereto when necessary.” Thus far the steps taken in this concession were, as far as this board have an 


opportunity of ascertaining, in accordance with the usages of the French government in granting lands 
in its provinces; nor are wo aware of any regulation which restricted the authorities of that government 
in the quantity they might grant. Two certificates were also presented to the board signed, first, by James 
de la Sampaye, notary public, dated June 16, 1783; and, secondly, by Grimarest, Spanish commandant at 
Mobile, stating that the originals, the subjects of which have been recited, existed at that time in the 
archives of the government at Mobile. Several witnesses prove that the tract claimed has been inhabited 
and cultivated from a period prior to 1761 to the present time. The occupancy being uninterrupted for 
80 long a period, as is proven, first, under the French grant by which the tract was granted, and successively 
under the English and Spanish governments, is deemed strongly corroborative of the original grant. 
This claim is not encumbered with mesne conveyances, but is still in the possession of the descendants 
of tho original grantor. : :

Claim of the legal representatives of Joseph Chastang and of Baptiste Laurendine to a tract of land called St. 


uis, situate between Three-mile creek, Mobile river, Chickasaw, Bogue and Boue Houma, and estimated

. The original title to this tract tho claimants allege to have existed in 9 Mons. Diron, in virtue of a 
Krant to him by Bienville and Salmon, the former governor, and the latter commissary, “‘ ordonnateur,” of 
© Province of Louisiana, dated November 7, 1733. 
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Of the existence of this grant, the only evidence is contained in a conveyance of said tract excented 
June 6, 1746, by Charles Maria de Lalande and his wife, in favor of Joseph Barbeant de Boisdoree and tis 
wife, in the presence of Miligar, notary, and by him attested, In that conveyance the tract called St 
Louis is sold to its full extent, as originally granted to Mons, Diron in the inauner above mentioned, Withont 
reciting its quantity or its boundaries, and without pointing out in what way the said Lalande and his 
wife derived their title to it. This is the first authenticated transfer of the above tract. The Beco 
appears to have been made on July 19, 1759, by the heirs of J. Barbeant de Boisdoree to a Mons. de Bon. 
ville; the proof of which transfer is a certificate dated New Orleans, July 17, 1763, signed by Louin 
Boisdoree, whercin he ratifies the sale to De Bonville, made by his brothers Joseph and Antoine on the day 
above cited, and mentions that the tract sold was derived by inheritance from his (Louis Boisdoree's) 
father, and that he had received his share of the purchase money. Another proof of this transfer ix a 
certificate of Pierre Annibal Deville, chevalier of the order of St. Louis, and ancient licutenant of the 
King at Mobile, dated December 28, 1763, given to De Bonville aforesaid to cnable him to procure a con. 
firmation of his title from De Abbadie, wherein it is stated that De Bonville had, for about four years and 
a half, owned and been in possession of the plantation called St. Louis, with its full extent, according: ty 
the ancient titles, commencing at Bayou Chatogue, (now Three-mile creek;) that he had purchased it on 
July 19, 1759, of Louis, Joseph, and Antoine Barbeant Boisdoree, whose father had purchased it of Charlex 
Maria de Lalande de Apremont. 

Then follows the confirmation by De Abbadie, of which the following is a translation: “I, the director 
general, commanding for the King at New Orleans, certify that the above-mentioned plantation of rijcht 
belongs absolutely, as well as its appendages, to Mons. De Bonville, in conformity with the iutentions of 
his most Christian Majesty, and with the power which he has given to his governors and ordonnateurs to 
permit all his subjects to establish themselves in the department of Mobile where they might think 

roper.

The next claimant of the foregoing tract seems to have been John Baptist Luser, from whom it 
deacended to Margaretta Chabalin Deville, of whom it was purchased by John Baptist Laurendine; all of 
which appears from the following statement: : 

On May 30, 1807, Cabaret Detresses gave a power of attorney to Hazeur Delorme to represent him 
in everything requisite to convey a tract of land in the district of Mobile of which he was coproprictor, 
which said fact had been sold to Baptist Laurendine. This power of attorney was exccuted in Louisiana 
before a justice of the peace and two witnesses. On June 3, 1807, Louis Hazeur Delorie, before a notary 
at New Orleans, and in presence of witnesses, as attorney in fact of Mr. Pierre Marie Cabaret Detresses, 
in right of his wife, Margaretta Chabalin Deville, conveys to John Baptist Laurendine, represented in 
that place by his son Jolin Baptist, acting under a power of attorney from his father, certified by Francis 
Maximilian Maxent, commandant at Mobile, May 20, 1807, a plantation situate upon said post of Mobile, 
fronting the river St. Louis, (now Chickasaw bouge,) which plantation is known by the name of St. Lonis, 
and lies between Bayou Bouc, Houma, Schateauge, (now Three-mile creek,) and the great marsh, and 
belonged to said Delorme’s principal, and to the wife of his principal, by inheritance from John Baptist 
Luser, deceased, their grandfather. 

From John Baptist Laurendine the chain of title is unbroken to the present claimants. 

- John Baptist Laurendine, in his transfer of the above tract to Joseph Chastang/the next proprictor, 
on August 25, 1807, in presence of and certified by Maxent, the commandant at Mobile, recites it as a 
plantation called St. Louis, situate about a league from, bounded on the north by the Bayou Bouc, Houma, 
and Techicasahou, (Chickasaw bouge;) on the south by the Bayou Chatogue, (Three-mile creck;) and on

This claim differs in its character from any other laid before the present board of commissioners 
' The claimants, who are the trustees of the church, and represent it in its corporate capacity, exhibit fe 
title derived from the Spanish government, neither do they allege that any such ever existed. They 
merely state that if a title ever issued to the church it has been lost by-time or accident, and rest ther 
claim entirely upon a long and uninterrupted possession. : : 
Tho undersigned commissioners regret that they have been unable to acquire any informat e 
respecting the Jaws and regulations of ths Spanish government in relation to the allotment of eee 4 
the church; more especially as, without it, they are unable to place this claim in the light in which |

That the government of Spain has always extended a fostering hand towards its ecclesiastical 
establishments requires but a very superficial knowledge of its history and institutions to demonstrate: i 
it has always deemed them to be its principal support and ornament, and there consequently appears to | 
have been no limits to its liberality in their behalf.

Florida, a comparatively recent acquisition, and lying in immediate contact with the territory of a foreien 
nation, seemed to require the greatest precautions to unite it firmly to the Spanish crown. ~The political 
rinciples of the nation in its vicinity were such as must have incurred the reprobation of an almost 
absolute monarch; aud the heretical opinions entertained by a majority of that pation could have excited 
little less than sentiments of the deepest indignation in a king pre-eminently Catholic. ; 

To guard against dangers so immivent, by strengthening the loyalty and faith of the inhabitauts, a i 
resort would necessarily be had to the ecclesiastical arm; that the latter was constantly exerting itself 1 
to avert evils of such magnitude there can be but little doubt; and that there was occasion for such 1 
exertions is evident from the 8th regulation of Gayoso to prevent the intrusion of heretic preachers. 1 

With views so similar, and interests so nearly identified, there was nothing to sever and every- tog 
thing to unite them for the purposes of mutual support. The prerogative of the King, too, with respect i 
to the church in these provinces, considered as obtained by conquest, among which were his transatlantic 
possessions, was much greater than in those which were deemed the original inheritance of the crown; : 
the dependence of the church being on that account more immediately on the crown, the reciprocal duty i 
of protection by the crown was a necessary result. It cannot be a matter of surprise, then, if the premises { 
be duly weighed, that the church should ask no grant of land already allotted to it and set apart for its i 
use. Foon the government there was nothing to apprehend, and still less from the inhabitants, whose ; 
awe and reverence for consecrated property would have been a most effectual safeguard from their 1 
encroachments. Standing in the relation in which it did to the Spanish government, there could be no besi- 
tation on the part of the latter, if still exercising dominion, in acknowledging their rights, and in effectually 
securing their enjoyment of them. 

-Of the different species of evidence serving to prove a title under the Spanish government, none is 3 
perhaps more conclusive than that which manifests a long and undisturbed occupancy. The government 3 
of the United States have acted upon this principle in the various acts passed for the purpose of confirming j 
individuals in the possession of lands which they have inhabited and cultivated at particular periods. 

The present claim scems to be entitled to the same liberal provision. The lot is proved, by the 
testimony of old and respectable inhabitants, to have been more than thirty years in the possession and 
use of the church as a cemetery. Its dimensions may be easily ascertained from mere inspection. Indi- 
viduals who inhabited aud cultivated lots prior to April 15, 1813, have bad the same allowed them 
as donations. The claim of the church not answering the strict requirements of the law, although in its 
character altogether more meritorious than those of the individuals just mentioned, and under the fore- 
going considerations, we feel ourselves constrained to recommend the present claim for confirmation,

Thank you so much for the additional information on the BILBO and MALONE families! Could 
you please send me copies of pages 3 and 5 from the book Bilbo and Kin by Polly Ray? Does 
the book contain a chart (similar to that on page 19) for the children of John Peter/Jean Pierre 
Bilbo? I tried to write Polly Ray at the 1982 address given in the book, but my letter was 
returned marked “Moved—No forwarding address”. 


In addition, does the book contain any information on a James Bilbo who married Mary Caroline 
CAMERON in 1840 in Marion County, Mississippi? I was recently contacted by a man from 
Bay St. Louis, MS who is researching the Cameron line. He said he found the record of the 
above marriage, and he wanted to know if it was the same James C. Bilbo who was my ancestor. 
If James C. Bilbo (son of William Ray Bilbo) did marry Mary Caroline Cameron in 1840, the 
census records indicate he had two wives at the same time. I have a feeling the other James was 
a cousin of James C., but I can’t prove anything via a hunch. 


If you don’t mind, could you please check your files for information on the RYAN family? William 
Ray Bilbo married Charlotte Ryan (daughter of Isaac Ryan) ca 1818. Charlotte was listed in 
Jackson County in the 1850 census. I’m trying to determine when she died. The 1860 census 
listed a “C. Bilbo”, but I’m not sure that she was Charlotte because some of the information 
did not fit. Naturally, I would be interested in any information on Charlotte or her ancestors. 


Thanks again for all of your help! You have been invaluable to me, particularly since so little 
information is available at the courthouse. As usual, I have enclosed a check for $3.00 to cover 
the cost of copies. Please let me know if I need to send some more money.
